But says one, Did not the thief on 
the cross go to heaven? For, Jesus 
said, in answer to his prayer, ‘‘ Lord, 
remember me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom,” ‘‘ To-day shalt thou be 
with me in ise.” Now we read 
in the 14th chapter of St. John, Jesus 
addressing his disciples, ‘‘In my Fa 
ther's house are many mansions: 1g 
to prepare a placefor you.”

OLD AMERICA. 


JARED. 


The Creator, having divided the 
earth, and allowed a short time—some 
fourteen years—for its composure, 
continued His work of separation by 
confounding the language of the peo- 

le, ‘‘ swearing in his wrath that they 
Should be scattered upon all the face 
of the earth, and according to the word 
of the Lord the people were scattered.” 
Thus, the descendants of Noah, ori- 
ginally confined to a particular locality 
and an original unity and equality, are 
now spread over the whole earth, pre- 
senting four leading or distinct types, 
white, yellow, red and black. Learned 
ethnologists, ignoring the simplicity 
of the sacred and inspired records of 
holy writ, have lost themselves in 
‘vague and often absurd theories in 
their repeated efforts to solve the 
mystery of the origin of these distinct 
races, and their first advent upon the 
globe, but in all their labors they have 
most signally failed. Into this theme 
of wide-spread discussion we will not 
enter, holding to our own belief: that 
all men were created equal, with God's 
image as a model, without any classifi- 
¢ation or variety of color, but that 
through wickedness they have brought 
2 themselves repeated cursings of 
„as in the cases of Cain, Ham and 
Laman, wherein their complexions 
were changed. Through the influ- 
ences of climate, mode of living, 


amalgamation and by adhering to or 
disregarding the will and commands 
of an all-wise Ged, has man advanced 
or fallen from the exalted state origi- 
nally conferred upon him; and, in- 
stead of presenting one type, as 
originally intended, speaking one 
language and forming one great order 
of brotherhood, we are split up, 
divided, classified, and marked, so 
that at the present time the curse of 
Babel has me a confusion worse 
confounded. 

Leaving the eastern hemisphere to 
be re-peopled by the numerous tribes 
and families — — from Babel, we 
turn our thoughts to the long-un- 
explained mystery —the re- peopling of 
America. Until the appearance of the 
Book of Mormon no reasonable theory 
or definite historical explanation could 
be given of the origin of the aburiginal 
inhabitants of the western portion of 
ourglobe. Many and various, rational 
and irrational, have been the theories 
advanced to explain the origin of the 
people who have left their relics scat- 
tered over the land. One of these 
theories is that the original inhabitants 
were the ten lost tribes of Israel.” 
This idea has been defended by some 
students in elaborate treatises. Origi- 
nally advanced by the Spanish monks, 
who assumed also that the Gospel was 
originally preached in America by St. 
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Thomas, it has been taken up by many 
eminent writers, who have given us 
long and detailed descriptions of the 
journey the ‘‘ tribes” made through 
alestine, Syria, in fact, over the ex- 
tent of Asia, crossing at Behring's 
Strait, and thence down the Pacific 
coast. Lord Kingsborough devotes 
the ‘major part of one of his immense 
volumes to the explanation and sup- 
rt of this absurd idea. Another 
E equally absurd, is that 
civilization was brought to America by 
the Malays. A few investigators main- 
tain that the first inhabitants came 
originally from Phoenicia, and M. de 
Gourbourg and some other writers hold 
to what may be called the Atlanta” 
theory. They suppose the continent 
of America to have extended origivally 
far across the Atlantic ocean, in a 
peninsula shape, but at some time in 
the world’s history this extended por- 
tion was engulfed by some convulsion 
, of nature, thus separating the two 
_ hemispheres more effectually, and the 
Atlantic people who escaped destruc- 
tion settled in Central America. In 
fact, the claims of zealous writers 
attribute the original source of the 
Americans to almost every prominent 
nation of the old world, the Pho. 
nicians, Carthagenians, Israelites, 
Arabs, Egyptians, Celts, Hindovws, 


Tartars, Scythians, Coreans, Samoieds | i 


and Tungusians. 

In the midst of all these conflicting 
and jarring accounts and statements, 
let us examine the simple, plain, un- 
varnished record of Ether, as we find 
it in the Book of Mormon. Here we 
learn that when the Lord confounded 
the language at Babel, He led forth a 
colony under the leadership of Jared 
and his brother. As He had guided 
the ark across the stermy waters be- 
fore, as He led the children of Israel 
over the burning sands of Arabia 
afterwards, so He guided the few peo- 
ple chosen to re-populate a land 
„choice above all the earth.” The 
record informs us that after a journey 
in the wilderness, compelling them at 
times to build barges on which they 
crossed many rivers, they finally, after 
a four years’ sojourn, constracted ves- 
sels and sailed—we infer from some 
point on the Mediterranean coast of 
Africa, possibly from the Atlantic 
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coast now called Morocco—to America, 
and established themselves as colonists 
in the central part of the western 
continent. 

Ether has recorded the history of 
the rise, progress and decay of Jared 
and his people, but the people of this 
age of the world look upon the book 
containing his record as a myth, and 
still hold to their various theories and 
speculations. Let us take up the secu- 
lar histories, in which all believe, and 


‘see how far the Book of Ether is sus- 


tained by the traditions and the few 
records preserved of the descendants 
of this colony who landed in the coun- 
try some three thousand years ago. 

Three great events had already tran- 
spired in the world’s history of so much 
importance that they could never be 
forgotten, never lost from the memo 
of man, as long as tongue could speak 
or hand record—the creation of man, 
the deluge and the confusion of lan- 

uages. Going back from son to 
ather, it never has been forgotten ; 
going into the future from father to 
son, it never will be forgotten. Let 
us see how well the old Americans 
have preserved the memory of these 
epochs, that point so undeniably to the 
source of their information. 

The Toltec painting of the deluge 
and confusion of tongues, an engrav- 
ing of which can be found in“ Hum- 
boldt's Mexico,” also in Priest's An- 
tiquities, and Clavigero's History of 
Mexico, was painted in a manuscript 
book made of the leaves of a tree, 
suitable for the purpose. The picture 
represents Noah floating in a canoe, or 
boat; over Noah is « mountain, the 
summit crowned by a tree ; to the left, 
rising above the waters, another moun- 
tain or peak is seen, crowned bya horn. 
This is a hieroglyphic denoting the 
mountain Colhucan (Ararat), At the 
foot of the mountain, supporting the 
tree, are two heads—Noah and his 
wife. A dove rests in the tree, from 
whose beak branches the Toltec figure 
of speevh or language. Fifteen fi 
of men are approaching, and receiving 
the language from the bird ; it is su 
posed these figures represent the h 
of families, or leaders of fifteen tribes. 
One remarkable feature in this picture 
is, that the figures have no resemblance 


to the Indians, but seem to be a tran- 
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script of a group of ancient Greeks or 
Romans. This presentation of a Can- 
casian assembly, is strong evidence 
that the present [ndian is not a repre- 
sentative of the first inhabitants of 
America. | 

Clavigero states that the Chiapanese 
Indians had a manuscript, in which it 
was written ‘‘that a person named 
Votan was present at the building (of 
the Tower of Babel) in order to mount 
to heaven, and that then every people 
received the various languages. 

The ancient Indians of Cuba, called 
Caribs, learned from their ancestors 
that God created heaven and earth and 
all things; that an old man, having 


foreseen the delage, built a canoe and 
embarked in it, with his family and 
many animals. When the waters 
abated he sent forth a raven which 
never returned ; he then sent a pigeon 
which soon returned with a branch of 
the hoba tree. The old man and fam- 
ily then disembarked, and, having 
made wine of grapes produced after 
the flood, became intoxicated. While 
in this condition, one of his sons ex- 
posed his nakedness, and another 
covered him. When he awoke, the 
Lord blessed the latter, and cursed the 
former. The Caribs held that they 
were the descendants of the son who 
was cursed.

It is 
none of his duty to favor one portion 
of the people at the expense of the 
other portion, but it is his duty to 
take a liberal and comprehensive view 
of the situation and the peculiarities 
of the people, and to administer in his 
duties with an impartial hand towards 
all, that he may win, or at least merit, 
the respect and esteem of all. 

„It is altogether an incorrect idea 
that the Mormon” portion of the 


inhabitants of Utah, albeit they con- 
stitute an overwhelming majority of 
the whole of the people, desire their 
chief magistrate to favor them at the 
expense of the minority, or any por- 
tion thereof. But they do desire, and 
they know it is their right, that the 
chief ruler of the Territory should not 
act towards them with prejudice and 
toward the minority with partiality, 
for that is not fair. The only fair thing 
is impartiality towards all. With a fair 
field and no partiality to any party, 
the Mormon“ or major portion 

the community will be more than sa- 
tisfied, they will be thankful, and 
they will rejoice, for under such a 
regime they would have every reason- 
able opportunity to enjoy all the rights 
aud privileges of American citizenship,

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
— 

By the courtesy of Elder John H. Smith, we have been privileged with the 
perusal of a letter from bis father, Prest. Geo. A. Smith, dated Feb. 23rd ult., 
from which we make the following extracts :— 

On the 6th of Feb. St. George was visited by an Indian chief, familiarly 
known as Coal Oreek John; he is said to be half Pah-ied and half Utah, and 
is consequently more intelligent than the generality of the Pah-ieds, over 
whom he is regarded as chief. He, with a number of other Indians from Deep 
Creek, have been to Tooele, and received baptism ; he had also been ordained 
an Elder, and wished to go and preach 40 his brother Lamanites., On Sun- 
day, the 7th, the meeting in St. George was very large, many bad walked from 
Washington and Santa Clara, in expectation of hearing Prest. Young speak ; 
in this they were disappointed. They had the pleasure of hearing Coal Creek 
John, who, in effect, said The Indians felt well, but they were filthy, and he 
wanted them to wash and be clean.” Augustus Hardy interpreted; after 
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which I spoke to the people. On Monday (8th) I visited the quarry and the 
Temple. Five thousand red pine pins, 1} inches in diameter, and about six- 
teen inches long will be required to pin together the lattice work of the Temple. 
These pins are being turned in a lathe, by the U. O. carpenter department of 
St. George; the lathe runs by water- power. 

We learn by telegraph that three bents have been raised, and four more are 
necessary to complete the frame of the second story of the Temple. When we 
left there on the 10th, the walls were up 58 feet from the top of the ground, 
and 68 from the bottom of the foundation. One hundred arches and 21 circu- 
lar windows have been turned, 8 arches and 25 more round windows will be 
required. Thirteen feet more of wall will make the building ready for the roof 
timbers, and when they are on, 8 feet of parapet and chimney tops will finish 
the masonry of the building. About 500 tons of rock were on the ground when 
we left. The teams were hauling from 50 to 60 tons per day, 2,000 tons being 
required to complete the wall. The plaster of paris found in the bills is being 
used to finish off the cornice in the Tabernacle, (St. George) and looks well. 
There have been three courses laid on the walls of this Temple (Salt Lake 
City) since I went South, they are half-way up the first story windows. We 
have 25 stone cutters and 10 quarry men at work. The supply of grain for the 
public works is limited ; beef and potatoes are abundant. The President’s 
health is feeble, though he is much better than when he went South. Judge 
'MoKean put off the trial of Thomas Ricks, because the U. S. Attorney was not 
ready with his witnesses. Marshal Maxwell has returned from Washington 
without a supply of money, and the “‘ ring” feel a little down on our governor, 
who, it seems, does not follow in every particular the wish of McKean.

SWITZERLAND.

Dear Brother,—I left Switzerland 
Dec. 28th, for the North of Germany. 
I made some effort at Halberstadt and 
vicinity (not very far from Berlin) to 
introduce our principles, but met with 
little encouragement at that time. 
Since I left there, several persons have 
become interested, with whom I keep 


up a correspondence. 


I labored, since leaving Halberstad 
at Mannheim, in the Grand Duchy o 
Baden, where I baptized a few, and 
organized a small Branch of the 
Church. Inasmuch as the laws of 
Germany guarantee liberty of con- 
science and freedom of religious wor- 
ship, I have felt impressed for some 
time to test the liberality of said Jaws, 
and find out whether we would be 
allowed equal rights with the different 
Christian denominations. 
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Finding that I was making but little 
headway by laboring altogether in 
ivate, I applied to the Judge of the 
nheim District Court for permis- 
sion to hold public meetings. He 
said that he could not decide at once, 
but thought that our belief in a plura- 
lity of wives was a serious objection. 
He requested me to hand in a written 
statement of what I desired. This I 
did, stating in brief the object of my 
mission in Germany, and explaini 
the nature of our belief in plur 
marriage. I set forth in plain terms, 
that we neither expected to encourage 


nor to introduce the practice of a plu- 


rality of wives outside of Utah, and 
further, that I would obligate myself 
to teach nothing which would in the 
least degree interfere with the laws of 
Germany. I also furnished his Honor 
with one of our pause on the first 
principles of the Gospel. ä 

The day after submitting my peti- 
tion, I was summoned to appear, and 
was told by the Judge that he ‘‘ could 
not give me permission to hold public 
meetings. He read a paragraph from 
the law, which prohibits the teaching 
of immoral doctrines, and thought that 
as we believed polygamy to be a cor- 
rect principle, that we would also 
teach it, and thereby spread immo- 
rality.” He said that I was at liberty 
to appeal to the Ministry (Govern. 
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ment) of the Grand Duchy, which I 
concluded to do. | 

After waiting several weeks, I re- 
ceived as an answer that under no 
consideration would L be allowed to 
hold public meetings, and if I at- 
tempted to teach in private, that I 
would be immediately expelled from 
the State. 

The Government of Baden is said 
to be one of the most liberal ones in 
Germany, therefore it is hardly to be 
na | that I would fare any better 
in =’ of the other States of the Ger- 
man Empire. 

In co uence of this extermina- 
ting order, I have returned to Swit- 
zerland, where I hope to find a more 
promising field of labor. The pros- 
pect here continues encouraging, 28 
persons have been baptized in Swit 
zerland since Jan. lst. Brothers 
Stucki and Theurer are at present in 
East Switzerland. Brother Walser is 
here in the Office, and brother Zundel 
is a short distance from here among 
the Saints. Two native Elders are 
also laboring with good success in the 
west and south-west of the Mission. 

With kind regards to yourself and 
the brethren in the Office, in which 
brother Walser joins, I remain, as 
ever, your brother in Christ,

GOVERNOR AXTELL’S SPEECH AT PROVO. 


— —— 


Notwithstanding the inclemency of 
the weather the Court House was well 
filled on Thursday evening by our 
¢itizens, to see and hear the Governor. 
His Excellency entered the room 
accompanied by Mayor A. O. Smoot 
and the committee of reception, who 
escorted him to a seat on the stand. 
After music by the Provo brass band 
J. B. Milner, Esq., in a few appro- 
priate remaks, introduced Governor 
Axtell to the audience. 

His Excellency arose and said: I am 
gratified that I have the opportunity 
of being introduced to so many of the 
citizens of this Territory. For when 
persons meet together and see each 
other, and take each other by the hand 
and look into each other’s faces, it 


ought to make us more careful and 
unite us closer 13 in the bonds 
of brotherhood. always feel a re- 
newed desire in my heart when I look 
into the faces of an intelligent people, 
to be very careful not to do or say any- 
thing that would deprive them of any 
rights as American citizens. I am 
here only for the purpose of being 
your Governor, that is, if you, the 
people will let me govern you. And 
the only desire I have is to do the peo- 
ple good and simply perform the 
duties of my position, and all I can 
hope to do in that capacity is to do 
the best I can in my career. My an- 
cestors before me for a good many 
ererations were citizens of the United 

tates, long before the revolutionary 
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war; and I have the impression on my 
mind that the citizens of this Terri- 
tory will not tarnish the fair name of 
our country. And knowing the fact 
that there are forty millions of peuple 
in these United States, we ought to 
have a common interest and be as 
brethren, for we are bound and con- 
nected together by upwards of seventy 
thousand miles of railroad and tele- 

ph communication. All the States 

ve the common law and are governed 
by law, and we have the same law for 
our protection, and it is of the utmost 
importance that the laws of the United 
States should be respected and obeyed. 
The United States Government go- 
verns all the States and Territories, 
yetall the States and Territories are free 
to govern themselves. The whole 
people therefore ought to be bound 
and cemented by one common thought, 
for in union there is great power and 
strength. I assert that there is a power 
that is far greater, more powerful, and 
far superior to that of ress or of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and that is founded in the peo- 
ple. It is with the — alone that 
we have to deal. The necessity of 
education is also very important, and 
it makes very little difference whether 
we receive it in our lyceums, rostrums, 
from the pulpit or press. It was said 
by Jefferson of old that there was no 
actual danger as long as truth could 
combat with error; and in the language 
of the poet, Truth crushed to earth 
would rise again.” 

Immigrants in moving and traveling 
from one conntry to another do not 
lose their intelligence, and you who 
have traveled and located in these 
mountains came here to be indepen- 
dent and to choose your own ways, and 
to worship the Lord according to the 


dictates of your own consciences. The 
people who are raised in a mountainous 
country are not a people that will ever 
submit quietly to injusticeand tyranny. 
How much of health you as a peop 

enjoy and have an abundance of every- 
thing, good houses, and they all seem 


to be full; and how little pauperism 


you have in your midst. You are a 
people of necessity, you desire peace, 
and seek for peace, and live in peace 
with all people ; and in the language of 
Him who spake as never man spoke, 
when He was reviled He reviled not 
again, so have you in like manner. 
All I can say is, that it is the surest. 
way to happiness and success. 

The iron, coal, and the precious 
minerals with which you are sur- 
rounded, will in time be a source of 
wealth to the Territory. Ambition, 
and the highest ambition every man 
ought to have, is to establish a beau- 
tiful home and adorn it, and make for 
himself a home of comfort and hap- 
piness, full of kindness and refine- 
ment. As citizens of the United States 
and of the great Republic you have 
this all offered to you free, simply for 
your good conduct. 

I thank you for this opportunity of 
meeting with you, and 1 will endeavor 
as your governor, to the best of my 
ability, to administer the law in jus- 
tice and equity. (Applause.) 

At the conclusion of the Governor’s 
remarks the Provo brass band dis- 
coursed some excellent music. 

His Honor, Judge Emerson, and 
Mayor A. O. Smoot were called for 
and made a few pertinent remarks, 
and after music by the band the Gov- 
ernor was introduced to over two hun- 
dred ladies and gentlemen of the audi- 
ence.— Utah County Times, March 6th.
